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Remarks 

Entry of the above-noted amendments, reconsideration of the application, and 
allowance of all claims pending are respectfully requested. By this amendment, claims 1-25 
are canceled and claims 26-45 are added. These amendments to die claims constitute a bona 
fide attempt by applicant to advance prosecution of the application and obtain allowance of 
certain claims, and are in no way meant to acquiesce to the substance of the rejections. 
Support for the amendments can be found throughout the specification, figures, and claims 
and thus, no new matter has been added. Claims i26-45 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103 : 

Claims 1-4 and 10-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
McGee (U.S. Patent Application No. 2003/01 98329)/ Claims 15, 18-21, and 23-25 are 
rejected under 35 U.S.C § 102(b) as being anticipated by Bales et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,475,747; "Bales") Claims 5-6, 9, and 13-14 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over McGee in view of Bales. Claims 7-8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over McGee in view of Shaffer et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,853,716; "Shaffer") Claims liS-l 7 and 2l are rejected under 35 ^ 
unpatentable over Bales in view of Shaffer. These rejections are moot in view of the 
cancellation herein of claims 1-25. The new independent claims 26, 37, 40, and 45 are 
believed neither anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. 

It is well-settled that there is no anticipation unless (1) all the same elements are 
(2) found in exactiy the same situation and (3) are united in the same way to (4) perform the 
identical function. Since the Office Action's citations to each of the applied references is 
missing at least one element of each of applicants' independent claims, applicants 
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respectfully submit that the claimed invention is not anticipated by the Office Action's 
citations to the applied references, as further discussed below. 

For explanatory purposes, applicants discuss herein one or more differences between 
the Office Action's citations to the applied references and the claimed invention with 
reference to one or more parts of the applied references. This discussion, however, is in no 
way meant to acquiesce in any characterization that one or more parts of the Office Action's 
citations to the applied references correspond to the claimed invention. 

CLAIM 26: ' 

Applicants respectfully submit that the Office Action's citations to the applied 
references do not teach or suggest one or more elements of the claimed invention. A careful 
reading of the Office Action's citations to the applied references fails to teach of suggest, for 
example, "wherein the first communication session control component stores a first call 
record that contains identification information of the first and secbrid communication deyices 
that are active on the communication session, wherein the second communication session 
control component stores a second call record that contains the identification information of 
the first and second communication devices that are active on the communication session; 
wherein the first communication session control component sends the identification 
information of the first and second communication deyices to a third communication session 
control component that supports a third conimunication device to invite the third 
communication device to join the cotfnrnihication session; wherein if the third 
communication device joins the commVmication session, the first communication session 
control component adds identification information of the third communication device to the 
first call record and sends the identification ii^ 

the second communication session control coniponent; wherein upon receipt of the 
identification information of the third communication device from the first communication 
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session control component, the second communication session control component adds the 
identification information of the third communication device to the second call record", as 
recited in applicants* independent claitti 26. 
" CLAIM 37: 

Applicants respectfully submit that the Office Action's citations to die applied 
reference does not teach or suggest one or mote elements of the claimed invention. A careful 
reading of the Office Action's citations to die applied reference fails to teach or suggest, for 
example, a first communication session control component that supports a first 
comiriumc^tion device on a cotntbunication session with a second communication device and 
a third commumcatiqri device; and a second communication session control component that 
supports the second communication device ott the communication session; wherein the 
second communication session control component stores a call record that contains 
identification information of communication devices that are active on the communication 
session; wherein upon departure of the first communication device from the communication 
session, the first communication session control component notifies the second 
communication session control component of the departure; wherein the second 
communication session . control component removes the identification information of the first 
communication device ftom the call record and sends the identification information of the 
first communication device involved in the departure tp the second communication device., 
: as recited in applicants* independent claim 37. 
: - CLAIMS40 and 45: v. 

Applicants respectfully submit that the Office Action's citations to the applied 
reference does riot teach or suggest one or more elements of the claimed invention. A careful 
reading of the Office Action's citations to the applied reference fails to teach or suggest, for 
example, creating a first call record at a first conmiuiu^cation session control component that 
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supports a first communication device on a communication session with a second 
communication device, wherein the first call record contains identification information of 
communication devices that are actives bfi die communication session; creating a second call 
record at a second communication session control component that supports the second 
communication device on the communication session, wherein the second call record 
contains identification information of communication devices that are active on the 
communication session; sending identification information of the first and second 
communication devices fixwro the first communication session control component to a third 
communication session control component that supports a third communication device to 
invite the third communication device to join the communication 

record at the ted communication session control component to store the identification 
information of the first and second communication devices that are active on the 
communication session; and sending the identification nlformation of the first and second 
communication <te^ 

communication device to allow a user of the third communication device to employ the 
identification information of the first and second connnuniqation devices to make a 
determination whbther to join the cpnununication session, as recited in applicants* 
independent claim 40. 

Furthermore, regarding the § 103 rejections of the original claims, the Office Action's 
combinations of McGee with Shaffer* McGee with Bales, and Bales \vith Shaffer all fail to 
identify any teaching, suggestion, 6r motivation to combine found either explicitly or 
implicitly in the references themselves or in tie knowledge generally available to one of 
ordinary skill in the art The Office Action justifications afre along the lines of: (a) reference 
1 foils to disclose *X ? ; (b) however, reference 2 sujggested such; and (c) therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the ait at the time the invention was made to 
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incorporate the teachings of reference 1 with reference 2 in order to cany out the 
communication services. The Office Action does not identify any explicit or implicit 
suggestion for the combination in the references themselves. Also, the Office Action foils to 
identify any knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art that would 
suggest the combination. Without such teaching, suggestion, or motivation to combine, these 
justifications for combining McGee with Shaffer, McGee with Bales, and Bales with Shaffer 
are nothing more than hindsight reconstruction of the present invention, which is 
impermissible when formulating an obviousness rejection. 

For all the reasons presented above, claims 26, 37, 40, and 45 are believed neither 
anticipated nor obvious over the art of recpixl The cprresfporiding dependent claims are 
believed allowable for the same reasons as independent claims 26, 37, 40, and 45, as well as 
for their own additional characterizations. 

Withdrawal of the §§ 102 and 103 rejections is therefore resj>ectfuiiy requested. 

In view of the above amendments and remarks, allowance of all claims pending is 
respectfully requested.
